- In exercise of the powers conferred by setcion 296 read with sub 
saction ( 2 ) of section 458 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958 ) , and in 
supersession of the Indian Merchant Shipping (Direction - Finders ) Rules , 1956 , the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely : 

1 . Short title, application and commencement - ( 1 ) These rules may be called 
the Merchant Shipping (Radio Direction Finders) Rules, 1988 . 
(2 ) They shall apply to 

( a ) Indian ships of sixteen hundred tons gross or more; and 
( b ) ships other than Indian ships , of sixteen hundred tons gross or more 

while they are at any port or place in India or within the territorial 
waters of India . 
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(3 ) They shall come into force on the day of - - - - 19 
2 . Deinitions in these rules 
( 1) " Açt means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) ; 
(2 ) " existing installation " means 
( a ) an installation wholly installed on board a ship before the 26th May 

1965 ; and 
(b ) an installation part of which was installed on board a ship before the 

26th May 1965 and the rest of which consists either of parts installed 
in replacement of identical part or parts which comply with the 

requirements of these rules ; 
( 3 ) " interference " means any radiation or any induction which endengers the 
functioning of a radio navigation service or obstructs or repeatedly Interrupts radio 
service operating in accordance with these rules ; 

( 4 ) " new installation " means any installation which is not an existing installa 


tion ; 


( 5 ) " radio inspector" means a person appointed as such under section 10 of the 
Act; 

( 6 ) " Schedule means a Schedule to these rules ; 

( 7 ) In relation to classes of emission - -" Class Al” means telegraphy by one- off 
keying without the use of a modulating audio frequency : " Class A2 " means tele . 
graphy by the on - off keying of an amplitude-modulating audio frequency or audio 
frequencies , or by the on -off keying of the modulated emission ; 


" Class B ” means damped waves ; 

3 . Provision of radio direction - finders.- - Every ship shall be provided with a 
radio direction - finder complying with the requirements specified in the First 
Schedule . 

4 . Ciimatio and durability tests . -- ( 1) The radio direction -Ander required to be 
provided by these rules shall be such that it will be free from mechanical defecte , 
and , shall comply with the following tests , namely — 
( a ) while undergoing the vibration , dry heat and low temperature tests 

specified in the Second Schedule ; 
(b ) when subjected to the damp heat, tests specified in paragraph 3 ( 4 ) of 

the said Schedule ; and 
(c ) the other tests specified in the said Schedule . 
( 2 ) The radio direction - Ander aerial system referred to in the First Schedule 
shall be such that after undergoing the mould growth tests required by the Second 
Schedule no mould growth will be present on it . 

5 . Interference with Reception . -- ( 1 ) At no time when a ship is at sea inter 
ference or mechanical noise produced by a radio direction - finder required by these 
rules or by other equipment in the ship shall be of such intensity as to prevent the 
etficient determination of radio bearings by means of the radio direction - finder . 

( 2 ) Any ship which is provided with a radio direction - finder not being an 
existing installation shall also be provided with a communal aerial system for all 
broadcast receivers in respect of which it is impracticable to erect eficient and 
properly installed aerials which 
( a ) are outside a radius of 15.2 metres from the radio direction - finder aerial, 

or 
(b ) do not rise above the base of the radio direction - finder ; or 
( c ) can be lowered quickly and stowed easily when the radio direction 

finder is in use . 
6 . High voltage parts .- ( 1 ) All parts and wirings of the equipment specified in 
these rules in which the direct and alternating voltage ( other than radio frequency 
voltages) combine at any time to give an instantaneous voltage greater than Atty 
volts shall be protected from accidental access . 
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( 2 ) Al parts and wirings of an equipment specifed in these rules ( other than 
the parts and wiring of a rotating machine) in which the direct and alternating 
voltages (other than radio frequency voltages ) combine at any time to give an 
Instantaneous voltage greater than two hundred and Afty volts shall be isolated 
automatically from all sources of electrical energy when the means of protection 
o removed . 

7 . Sapply of electrical energy - There shall be avatlable in every ship while 
it is at sea and at all reasonable times when it is not port, a supply of electrical 
energy sufficient for the operation of the radio direction -Ander in accordance with 
these rules, and for testing purposes, and for the charging of any batteries which 
are a source of electrical energy for the radio direction - finder. 


8 . Charging of batteries . - ( 1 ) If batteries are provided as a source of electrical 
energy for the radio direction -Ander , means shall be provided on every ship for the 
charging of such batteries from the ship s main source of electrical energy . The 
master of the ship shall cause such batteries to be tested once a day by Voltmeter 
and once a month by Hydrometer , and shall cause any battery which is found not 
to be fully charged to be brought up to that condition as soon as possible . 


(2 ) The master of every ship shall maintain or cause to be maintained a sepa 
rate record and whenever any batteries providing source of electrical energy for 
rudio direction - finder are charged , or when such batteries are tested daily by a 
Voltmeter , or when such batteries are tested monthly by a Hydrometer , as required 
by sub - rule ( 1 ) , he shall make or cause to be made appropriate entries in the 
gaid records in regard to such charging or testing of batteries . The said record 
shall be placed on board together with records of calibration maintained under 
rule 13 and shall be made available to the radio inspector for inspection at any 
reasonable , time, 


9 . Installation of radio direction - finder . — ( 1) The radio - direction - finder shall be 
finstalled in such a position that efficient determination of radio bearings by means 
of the radio direction - finder will not be hindered by extraneous noises , 

( 2 ) ( a ) The radio direction -finder aerial system referred to in the First Schedule 
shall be mounted in such a manner that the efficient determination of radio bearings 
by means of the radio direction - finder is hindered as little as possible by the 
proximity of aerials, derricks, wire halyards, or other large metal objects . 

( b ) Unless the feeder cables connecting the radio direction -Ander gerial system 
with the receiver forming part of the radio direction - finder consist of solid electric 
screened cable , they shall be protected by metal tubes which are bonded to earth 
The Joints of the feeder cables shall be water -tight. 

10 . Means of communication . - ( 1 ) In every ship , an efficient two-way means of 
calling and voice communication shall be provided between the receiver of the 
mndio direction -finder and the bridge from which the ship is normally navigated , 

( 2 ) In every such ship , an efficient means of signalling shall be provided 
beteewn the recelver of the radio direction - finder and the ship o standard compass 
or gyro compass repeater, if any. 

11. Restriction on use of the radio direction - finder . The radio direction - finder 
shall not be used , 

( a ) for any purpose other than the business of the ship ; or 
(b ) for keeping the radio watch required by the rules framed under section 

296 of the Act . 
12 . Calbration . — ( 1 ) The Master of every ship shall cause the radio direction 
Ander to be callbrated in accordance with this rule as soon as practicable after 
It has been installed in the ship and whenever any change is made in the position 
of the radio direction - finder aerial system . 


( 2 ) The radio direction - finder shall be calibrated by two persons, the one being 
experienced in the taking of radio bearings and the other experienced in the takiny 
of visual bearings.

212 of the Act . 
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3 . Classification of Ships . For the purposes of these rules , ships shall be 
arranged in the following classes , namely :

Class II — Passenger ships (other than those falling under class IV ) engaged 

on short international voyages .

applicable for extinguishing fre : 

Provided that in cases in which an agreement with the crew is required to 
be entered into in accordance with the provisions of section 100 of the Act, the 
muster list shall be prepared after the execution of such agreement, 

( 2 ) The muster list shall assign duties to the different members of the crew 
in connection with , - - 

( a ) the closing of the watertight doors, sidescuttles, valves and closing 

mechanisms of scuppers , ash - shoots and fire doors ; 
( b ) the equipping of the Ufeboats , portable radio apparatus for survival 

craft and other life- saving appliances ; 
( c ) the launching of the lifeboats and the general preparation of the other 

lite - saving- appliances ; 
( d ) the muster of the passenger, if any ; and 
( e ) the extinction of Are. 


( 3 ) The muster list shall assign to the members of the stewards department 
of passenger ships, their duties in relation to the passengers at the time of an 
emergency . These duties shall include, - 


( a ) warning the passengers ; 
(b ) seeing that the passengers are sultably clad and have put on their life 

jackets in the proper manner ; 
(c ) assembling the passengers at muster stations ; 
(d ) keeping order in the passages and on the stairways and generally con 

trolling the movement of passengers; and 
( e ) ensuring that a supply of blankets is taken to the life -boats . 


( 4 ) The duty of seeing that the life - boats and other life saving appliances are 
at all times ready for use and that the equfprnents in the boats are complete ,

(5 ) The muster list shall specify definite signals for calling at the crew to 
their boats , liferafts and fire stations in an emergency, and for indicating when 
the ship is to be abandoned .

7 
metres and over in length , they shall be supplemented by other signals which 
shall be electrically operated from the bridge and other guſtable places .

( 7 ) Coples of the up -to -date (or in the case of a revised list , the latest ) list 
shall, before the ship proceeds to sea , be posted up in several parts of the ship 
and , in particular, in the crew s quarters and shall be kept so posted while the 
ship is at sea. 

5 . Emergency signal for passengers .- ( 1 ) Muster stations for all passengers 
shall be appointed in case of emergency and the position of those stations and 
the meaning of all signals affecting passengers, with precise Instructions as to 
what they should do in an emergency , shall be clearly stated in Hindi, English or 
such other languages as are appropriate , on cards posted up in their cabins, in 
spaces used by unberthed passengers and in conspicuous places in other passenger 
quarters . 

( 2 ). The emergency signal for summoning passengers to the muster stations 
shall be a succession of seven or more short blasts followed by one long blast on 
the whistle or siren , Such signal shall, in the case of ships of Classes I and III , 
be supplemented by other signals electrically - operated from the bridge and other 
suitable places which shall be audible throughout the ship . 

6 . Wearing of Lifc - jacket - Printed lllustrations showing the correct method 
of putting on a life jacket, step by step , and having detailed explanations in Hindi, 
English or other appropriate languages, shall be pasted on cards and exhibited 
In conspicuous places in each passenger accommodation . 

7 . Training of crew and passengers and examination of equipment. — ( 1 ) It 
shall be the duty of the master to arrange for the holding of musters and for 
the examination of equipment to the extent and in the manner required by this 
Tule . 


( 2 ) In ships of Classes I to IV , musters of crew shall be held weekly when 
practicable and, in addition , in ships of Classes I and III 
( a ) a muster of the crew shall be held before the ship leaves her Anal port 

of departure in India , and 
( b ) a muster of the passengers shall be held within twenty - four hours after 

leaving port. 
( 3 ) In ships of Class V , a muster of the crew shall takę place at Intervals of 
not more than seven days , when practicable , to ensure that the members of the 
crew understand and are drilled in the duties assigned to them in the event of 
an emergency . 


( 4 ) In ships of Classes VI and VII , musters of the crew shall take place at 
intervals of not more than fourteen days, and , in the case of ships of Class VI, 
It shall in addition take place within twenty - four hours of the ship lcaving port , 
if, at that port, the entire crew have been engaged or if more than 25 per cent 
of the crew have been replaced . 


( 5 ) In ships of Class VIII , the master shall take gteps to ensure that the mem 
bers of the crew understand the uses of the life - saving and fire appliances carried 
on board and know where they are kept. 


(6 ) Whenever a muster is held on ships of Class VI, the equipment of the 
boats shall be examined with a view to ensuring that it is complete .

substituted , namely : 
" ( 3 ) In the event of the member refusing to accept an allotment under the 

said Scheme, he shall be liable to refund to the Fund , the amount 
remitted to the State Government or the co -operative society under 
this paragraph together with interest thereon at a rate not exceed 
ing 65 per cent per annum .
